Genius, there would 
be a Neceſſity of ſaying, Genii Male and Genii 
Female, which in the Courſe of a Story ſome- 
what long, would prove very troubleſome ; be- 
ſides, I cannot think but it would be equally diſ- 
' agreeable to the Ear to ſay, Genii Female, when 


it muſt be attributed to ſo many Female Crea- 
tures of that Kind. 


Tf the Word Fairy had ſignify d the ſame Thing, 
I might have imploy'd it inſtead of Ginne, but it 
implies a quite different Signification : the Fairy 
neither being the Female of the Genius, nor the 
Genius the Male of the Fairy. A Fairy is not 
a Creature of a ſuperior Order : Thoſe who were 
of that Opinion are miſtaken ; ſhe is an ordinary 
Woman, which may be eaſily prov'd by all the 
Narrations of the Antients. Among theſe Nar- 
rations one may know the Fairies, not only by 
themſelves, but likewiſe by their Kindred. But 
not to be confuted by the Authority of the old 
Oriental Books : The Fairy Morgan, whom the 
Hiſtory of Lancelot du 2 ſpeaks of, was ſhe 
pot the Siſter of Nut Artus? The Fairy that

Guerin Meſquin examin d, and all thoſe whom he 
found with her in the obſcure Grotto's of the Ap- 
penine Mountains, were Women, and ſi nful ones; 
tis he himſelf makes mention of it, in the Book 
which bears his Name. The Genealogy of the 
Fairy in the Iſland of Hircania, is deſcrib'd in 
the Hiſtory of Palmerin d'Olive, and his Chil- 
dren. In that of the Knight of the golden Har 
(Stella de Oro) is prev'd, that the Fairy in the 
Valley of Shades, was a Woman of this World. 
it 3 be inſignificant to expatiate any far- 
ther on this Subject, IO J return to the 


Genii. 


According to the Mahometan Authors, the 


World before the Creation of Adam was mha- 


bited by the Genii : The one calld Divs &, and 
the others Peris: The firſt was Bad, and the 
latter Good. This Oppoſition of Inclinations 
caus'd a continual Diſcord; but Adam, who 
was to give the Univerſe new Inhabitants, in 
Excluſion of the Genii, had no ſooner appear d. 
than a much greater Diviſion aroſe between 
them. The Peris, who were ſubmiſſive to God 
in every thing, not only augmented their hatred 
againſt the Divs, but even a new Fattion

broke out among the Evil Genii. © Several” of 
their Legions open d their Eyes to the Truth, 
and went and eſtabliſh'd themſelves in the Moun- 
tain of Kat, under the Conduct of Surkhrag, 
their Chief. The other Genii continu d living 
together, notwithſtanding their Diviſions ; and 
ſurrendring up to Mankind almoſt all the Earth, 
they inhabited that Part which they call after 
their exzn Name, the Ginniſtan. Under the Reign 
of Solomon, a great Number of Divs was a- 
gain converted ; others, likewiſe follow'd the 
right Path, by hearing, as Mahomet ſays, the 
Alcoran read. As to the Peris, we never 
heard of their changing; nor that they had 
even the Thought of ſeparating themſelves, till 
the Time of Queen Feramak, 


This little Expoſition ſeems neceſſary for the 
better Underſtanding of this Work, which ſup- 
poſes a great Knowledge of the Oriental Fa- 


bles. TI ſhall obſerve farther, that I found as 


much Difficulty in Regard of the Peris and 
Divs, as I had done on Account of the Genii 
in General. Tou meet with both Sexes among 
the Peris and Divs; for that Reaſon, I've been 
oblig'd to add to their Names a Termination 
that may diſtinguiſh them. I call therefore the 
Peris and Divs, ſimplhy, Males; and their Com- 
pamons the Periſes and Dives, Females.

The Peris and Divs have Diſciples. The 
Women, inſtructed by the Peris, are properly 
ſpeaking, Fairies; and the Men, Diſciples of the 
ſame Genii, are call'd Sages: Such as Alquif 
and the Knight dell Iſola Serrata. Thoſe of both 
Sexes, who ſubject themſelves to the Divs, are 

calld Sorcerers and Sorcereſſes.

DO not underſtand Arabick * 
enough to know the true Worth 
of the Memoirs I fend you; 
be ſo Good, therefore to excuſe 
me, if I intreat you to put me in a Con- 
dition of becoming ſomewhat a. Judge of 
it. To requeſt ſuch a Favour, is, if I 
a miſtake

miſtake not, adviſing you to tranſlate them 


into French. I with you may find them 
curious enough to ingage you in the Per- 


formance of it. 
The learned Arabiaus, to whom I have 


_ communicated them ay, there is a great 


deal of Difference between the Style of this 

Work, and that of the Alcoran. They aſ—- 
ſert that tlie Language of Abaalla is mix- 
ed with O/beck Expreſſions, and Indian 
Terms, which would be looked upon at 
Mecca and Medina as wretched Barba- 
rims. 

In the main, I find them much divided 


in their Sentiments: Some cannot believe 


what Abdalla lays he ſaw with his own 
Eyes; others give Credit both to that, and 
almoſt all the reſt. For my Part, I am 
inclinable to be much of the e Opini- 


on with the Latter, though I never could 


attain but a very ſuperficial Account of the 
principal Adventures. I will give you my 
Reaſon for ſuch a Belief, after I have relat- 


ed to you what T know of the Author. 


Hanif, the Father of Abaalla, was a Man 


much eſteemed at Court, and in the Army 
of Gehan-Guir, who preferr'd him to the 
Poſt of Kobat-Kan, that is to ſay, of Com- 


miſſary General of his Horſe. He became 
ſuſpected 


Wy" [ ii] 
ſuſpected by Chah. Jehan, in the Troubles 
which attended his Elevation to the Throne. 
This Prince's Suſpicions were perhaps ill- 
grounded, but however they were, Hanif 
' was diveſted of his Employment, and a 
Part of his Eſtate, Notwithſtanding this 
Difgrace, he ſtill reſorted to Court, and al- 
ways appear'd there among the reſt of the 
Omerahs with Grandeur, till he ended his 
Days, which happen'd about two Years be- 
fore the Departure of his Son. Abdalla, a 
great while after his Return, was ſent by 
Chah. Jehan to Batavia, in order to ſet on 
Foot a Treaty of Commerce with the Eaft- 
India Company's General. During his Ne- 
gociation, he died at Monſieur Milliam 
Rerkuys's Houſe, where he, with the chief 
of his Attendance, had been lodged. It 
was reported that he poyſoned himſelf, but 
the Truth is, his Death proceeded from 
an Exceſs of Chagrin, which the falſe News 
of his Maſter's Death had cauſed him. He 
imagined that Chab- Jehan, who had always 
deferred taking the Water of the *Fountain 
of Borico, which Abdalla brought him, had 
made Uſe of it in his Abſence; and that for 
want of duly obſerving the Circumſtances 
requiſite for the drinking it, he had render'd - 
that Liquor fatal, which otherwiſe was of 
& heavenly Nature. If he took any, it _

but too true in one Senſe, ſince it raisd fo 


great a Ferment in his Humours, as to make 
him appear Lifeleſs for ſome time, which 
was the Reaſon his own Children took im- 
mediate Poſſeſſion of all he had; and that 
Aureng-Zebe, who remain'd ſole Maſter, de- 
privid him of his Liberty. It does not be- 
long to us to ask why Chah Jehan's reco- 
cover'd Health fo ſoon relaps'd after his 


Confinement, but we may judge by the long 


Life of Aureng-Zebe, that his Father left 
him when he was dying, ſomething more 
valuable than all the precious Stones, which 
Begum-Saheb * made him a Preſent of in a 
golden Baſon. Aureng-Zebe would undoubt- 


edly have advanc'd Abdalla to the higheſt 


Employment of the State, had he been cou- 
rageous enough to have ſurviv'd the Report. 
Upon his Death-bed, he left theſe Memoirs 
to his Landlord, and made him ſome other 
Preſents more conſiderable. This Berkuys, 

now living, is the Son of William of that 
Name. He was a good big Lad when this 
happen'd; and fo remember'd theſe Particu- 


lars which he related unto me, when he put 


the Manuſcript into my Hands.

If you follow my Advice, you'll 
look upon her Port as a dangerous Rock, and 
we ſhall purſue our Voyage. 

What does that Law enjoin? anſwer'd I, your 
Diſcourſe ſurpriſes me.

her Port, to lie one Night with the Queen. If” 
any Familiarity happens between them, he muſt 
of Neceſſity become her Spouſe; but if he does 
not anſwer the warm Expectations of Zulikhab, 
his Veſſel, Men and Cargo, are confiſcated, and 
- himſelf baniſh'd from her Dominions the next 
Day. Were my Life even to lie at Stake, re- 
ſum'd I, I am reſolv'd to try whether Fortune 

| | will 
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will favour me more than thoſe you have been 
| ſpeaking of, and to experience their Deficiency 
in pleaſing ſo very amiable a Princeſs. The Pi- 
lot wou'd fain have continued his Remonſtrances, 
but I compelPd him to obey; when we enter'd 
full fail into the Harbour. Upon my landing, a 
Crowd of Courtiers met me to pay their Com- 
pliments; the Populace look*d upon me in the 
Streets I paſs'd thro', with a Kind of Admiration, 
and her Majeſty gave me a very gracious Recep- 
tion.

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nour of which I engroſs'd, according to the Judg- 
ment of the Queen, who could not forbear ad- 
miring me perform the Dance b of the Parſe. 
When it grew late, ſne conducted me to her A- 
partment; a handſome Slave brought us Sweet- 
meats and Liquors; we undreſsd our ſelves, and 
the Moment we were in Bed fell a Sleep. Next 
Morning, two arm'd Men awoke me, and ſaid in 
a rough Manner, mind thou obſerv'ſt the Law. 
I open'd my Eyes, examin'd the Place the Queen 
had quitted, I curs'd my bad Fate for ſleeping, 
dreſs*d my ſelf with all Expedition, and then the 
two Men thruſt me out of the Palace. No Lan- 
guage is extenſive enough to expreſs. the Fatigues 
underwent in traverſing the Iſland. At laſt I

When the Winter Seaſon was almoſt ſpent, my 
Father, taking Notice of my Penſiveneſs, preſs'd 
me to tell him what troubled my Mind.

Bruma, receiving their 
Advice, plac'd a huge Pair of Buck's Horns on 
his Forehead, and, with the Aſſiſtance of his Fa- 
vourites, ſeiz'd on Cariavarti, carried her away, 
and conceal'd her under a large Silk Coverlid, 
that repreſented a Foreſte.

Where are my Re- 
lations? Oh Vichnou] Oh Rutren! Will the Trai- 
tors live long without Puniſhment? Bruma and 
his Audis readily mimick'd, in a very comical 
Manner, all her Geſtures; and repeating her 
Words with different Accents, they form'd an 
Harmony that made the whole Audience laugh. 
Unhappily for me, I was ſo much pleas'd with 
this Spectacle, and follow'd the Waggon fo con- 
ſiderable a Time, that the God Bruma took par- 
ticular Notice of me. Towards Evening, after 
the laſt Repreſentation, he pull'd off his Maſk 
and Horns, bad the Spectators give Attention, 
and ſaid: Adorers of Ram, we eſteem our ſelves 
very happy, in having afforded you any Diver- 
ſion by this our Performance. But do ye think 
you are acquainted with all we can do? No, no, 
you ſuppoſe we take time in ſtudying our Tones 
and Geſtures; and it is therefore neceſſary for us 
to undeceive you, by renewing ſome other a- 
. Scene. Whilſt he was ſpeaking theſe

Others alledg*d the Cauſe of their Health to pro- 
ceed from avoiding Paſſion and Sadneſs; but ne- 
ver a one of them made the leaſt mention of the

They computed the Age of certain Trees 
and Animals s, ſuppos'd to live long, becauſe they 
die without being taken notice of. They added to 
the Liſt of theſe Animals, a much larger of Men and 
Women, whom they aver'd to have liv'd many Ages. 
The Accounts they gave me were well atteſted, 
and they were ignorant of nothing relating to 
theſe very aged People, but the Means that had 
preſerv*d them ſo long in the World. The Rea- 
ſons alledg'd on that Score tended to Infinity. At 
laſt, being urg' d to come to a Concluſion, they 
all avow'd their Ignorance, except the Alchimiſts,

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n*d to ſojourn, or to be on the Road, I que- 
{tion'd thoſe who had ſeen the World, without 
any other View but Curioſity, concerning what 
ſurprizing Things they had ſeen and heard of du- 
ring their Travels. They did not require much 
Entreaty ; for I always obſerv*d, they were as fond 
of recounting their Adventures, as I was of hear- 
ing them. They were ſo much the Reverſe of the 
learned Men, that they would even have pay'd 
me for liſtening to, or rather admiring them; for, 
in the main, it's Admiration they want. I pro- 
pos'd my ſelf two Views by. exacting theſe Nar- 
rations : I was in hopes either naturally to hear 
ſome News of the Motive of my Voyage, or elſe 
to come by the Knowledge of ſome Sage, in unity 
with the Genii.

I ſhould have been ſorry to have miſs'd fo 
favourable an Opportunity of becoming acquaint- 
ed with fo extraordinary a Perſon as the was;

a lively Idea of that Fires, in ſearch of, We paid 
her ſeveral Viſits, which ſhe receiv'd with ſo much 
Civility, as left us no Room to believe our Com-

luency of good Senſe, upon all Sorts of Sub- 
jects, that my prejudice againſt all the Women 

The young 
Loulou promoted likewiſe Converſation according 
to her Capacity. When we made our firſt Viſit, I 
began to run in Praiſe of her fine Eyes and Eye-

OU muſt know there was formerly a Pond

His Nobles and Officers 
ran immediately to the Magicians Houſe, but he 
was gone. They diſpatch'd a Hundred young 
Men, well mounted, with Orders to ſtop the Cri- 
minal wherever he paſs'd, but as ineffectual. The 
King finding Becolban had eſcap'd his Rage, both 
his Pains and Anger augmented. He related his 
unhappy Adventure to his Courtiers, and then

The Magician's Houſe was tlie firſt they began

At theſe Words 
ſhe diſappear'd, the Cloud diſpers'd, and then 
they ſaw, with greater Aſtoniſhment, the Magi- 
cian confin'd and burning in a Cage of red hot 
Iron. Thus King Fion paſs'd the reſt of his Days 
in Sorrow and Affliction, without a Noſe, and 
without a Wife ; and the Magician's Puniſhment 
laſted as long as this unhappy Prince liv'd. 
Sebeikb- Alſem added, that to this Day, might be 
ſeen at Gor, the very Place and Ruins where Be- 
colban's Houſe ſtood. | 

This Adventure, ſaid Rouſchen, deſerves to be 
written in golden Letters.

but one, and there was no Poſſibility of agreein 

with her. The poor Year ſhe was older than ö 
made her uſurp an Air, of Superiorty over me, 
that was inſupportable.

Lutfallah ! Lady of sbe green Palace! Wiſe Lutfallah! 
Wife of Millan-Schak ! What's the Sword of Gian 
doing ? Where is his Buckler ? At that Inſtant, I 
found myſelf undreſs'd, and lying in a very fine 
Bed; I rubb'd my Eyes with 5 I felt a- 
bout me, I examin'd myſelf, and was aſſured I 
| Nlept not. I then drew open the Curtains, and 
ſaw, with an extream Surprize, my Garret chang'd 
to a very ſpacious Chamber, adorn'd with the 
richeſt Tapeſtry, with a Looking: glaſs infinitely 
larger than I had ever ſeen any, and with two Pots 
of Maſſy Gold, whence iſſued a moſt exquiſite 
Perfume. In the Middle of the Chamber ſtood a 

Toilet ready prepared, and near it a Table, on 
which lay a rich Suit of Cloaths. I was about to 
riſe directly, but happening to caſt my Eyes on

Methought the Looking-glaſs, which that Mo- 
ment repreſented the Hall, was now become the 
"Door. We went in, and Lutfallab, who was only 
viſible to me, placed herſelf nigh my Siſter. I ſa- 
juted the Company, and fell a dancing all alone. 
The Juſtneſs of my Dance, and ſtill more, the 
continual Variety of my. Clothes, aſtoniſh'd the 
whole Aſſembly. What they admired before was 
now become applauded:  Acclamations of Joy and 
Praiſes were heard every where. K9utai was not 
able to brook my Glory any longer. Fury took 
Poſſeſſion of her, and without any Regard to the 
Company preſent, ſhe flew towards me, with her 
Fiſts in the Air like a Mad-woman.

Darkneſs; but when we came within Obſerva- 


tion of the different Parts of it, I perceiv'd di- 
rectly under us, in the Midſt of the Waters, a very 
ſpacious Iſland, which I knew to be the ſame blue 
Iſland I had ſeen in a Dream, and which is called 
by the Peris, the Top/y-Turvy Iſland.

Their Mo- 
tions were alternate: One was no ſooner loſt to 
our View, than another appear'd the next Mo- 
ment. The Flood, after quitting its Courſe, diſ- 
cover'd a magnificent Porphtr Stair-Caſe, above 
an hundred Steps down to the Bottom, which was 
illuminated by Lights from the Walls, and the 
great Gate that ſtood at the Foot of it. As we 
3 were 
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were going down, Lutfallab inform'd me that the 
Illumination we ſaw was no more than a natural 
Cauſe, proceeding from a Verniſh, the young 
Peris compoſe of the Skins of certain Fiſhes and 
Tails of Glow-worms, infuſed three Weeks in the 
Effence of rotten Wood, extracted without the 
Aſſiſtance of Fire. When we came to the Gare, 

we heard a horrid Croaking; and when both Sides 
of 1t were open, we ſaw an overgrown Frog, as 
big as a Goat, who moved on her two hind Legs, 
in order to receive the Queen, and deliver her u 
the ſame Rod I had ſeen her throw into the Ri- 
ver. After ſhe had taken it, and we had walk'd 
ſome Turns in a vaſt large Hall very light, being 
inlaid with Aſcra b Stones, and ſuch ſhining Flints 
as ſometimes fall down with Thunder-bolts, the 
Frog retired very humbly towards the Door, 
which we ſhut after us, and then ſet up a ſecond 
Croaking more hideous than the former. 

This Signal was follow'd by a prodigious Noiſe 
of Drums and Trumpets: Then caſting my Eyes 
round the Hall, I perceived Twenty-four Caverns 
very artfully cut out in the Wall, fill'd with as

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Number of Acudias d and other ſhining Flies, 
ſporting in the Air, diffus'd a pleaſing Luſtre 
from their Wings. From thence we came to a 
pair of Stairs, much like thoſe we had deſcended 
at our Entrance, which conducted us to a great 
ſquare Court, paved with greeniſh Marble: At 
each Corner were fine Lodgings built of the ſame 
Matter, and in the Middle a Foyntain, whoſe 
Baſon was more than thirty Foot Diameter, tho? 
cut out of but one entire Emerald. About twenty 
little old Women, and as many old Men, dreſgd 
in Green, 'play*d here and there round the Court; 
ſome at Chuck-farthing, others at Shittle-cock, 
or at Cockal. As ſoon as Lutfallah appear'd, they 
gave over their Diverſions, running to her, careſ- 
ſing her, and giving her the Title of Grand Mam- 
ma. The little Queen receiv'd them with ſo grave 
and prudiſh an Air, that I could not forbear laugh- 
ing to ſee Old age ſo frolickſome, and Youth or 
rather Infancy ſo auſtere and commanding Re- 
ſpe.

Caſt your Eyes 
upon this Looking-Glaſs, giving me a little 
Pocket one; and as I was juſt going to open it, 
ſhe left me. I ſhudder ſtill whenever I call co mind 
what I ſaw there, in ſeeing myſelf. 

How great my Conſternation! How ſudden my 
Terrour! and how ready was I to ſink down,

when I beheld: my Cheeks flabby ! my Eyes hol. 
low!. my Lips chopp'd and pale! my doo falbn 

in! my Noſe red and big at the End ! my Chin 
picked! my Forehead full of Wrinkles! and my 
Hair as white as Snow | I ran haſtily to ſee myſelf 
in the Fountain, ſtill hoping the Effect of the 
Looking-glaſs might only prove an Illuſion ; but, 
alas! it brought the unwelcome Confirmation of 
what I had already ſeen, and made me cry out fo 
terribly that all the ancient Populace gather*d to- 
getherabout me.

I look'd back 
and perceived a Man make towards me, arm'd 
with a Bow in his left Hand, and a long Javelin 
in his Right, crying out to me: Traytor! The I 
have miſs d thee once, have at thee a ſecond Time! 
Seeing him alone, I took Courage, and faid, I 
muſt fall by thy Hands, if it be ſo decreed above. 
I drew my Ganjar, and having happily parry'd his 
firſt Offer, I enclos'd him, wounding him twice 
in the Breaſt, He dropt down that inſtant, and 
begg'd his Life.

50 U having had the good Nature to give 
me the real Hiſtory of his leaving Schiras, 

I thought myſelf oblig'd, in Point of Honour and 
Gratitude, to relate alſo what had befallen me.

of King. The other Periſes, whether Queens or 
Subjects, haye equally a Superiority over their 
Huſbands, which gives me much Matter of Won- 
der. May I, with Submiſſion, farther aſk if this 
Cuſtom be introduc'd to compenſate the Aſſidui- 
ties of the Periſes, whilſt in a Virgin State? In 
our World, young Men before Marriage, pay. 
their Miſtreſſes the utmoſt Deference, Humility 


and Complaiſance ; but when that Ceremony is o- 


ver, their former Devoirs are converted into Au- 
thority. Our Laws, reſum'd the Princeſs, are much 


preferable to yours, and are grounded upon theſe 


three Reaſons: The firſt is, the Periſes have infi- 
nitely more Underſtanding than the Peris, and are 
as naturally ſuperior to them as thoſe are to com- 
mon Men, or theſe latter to the Pabins, and ſo on

joub kept up the Converſation, and ſaid: As there's 


but little Probability of our being ſuffer'd to re- 
main Time enough to make ſufficient Remarks of 
this City, therefore I believe Rouſchen will not be 
diſpleas'd if I beſeech you, charming Princeſs ! 
to give us ſome Idea of it; for, as yet, I know 
not ſo much as its Name. This City, anſwer'd 
the Daughter of Lutfallab, is call'd Gianire. Af- 
ter the Death of Gian, Sovereign of all the Genii, 
the War, that ſeem'd to be at an End towards his 
Jatter Years, being renew'd between the Peris and 
Divs, there aroſe ſuch terrible Diſorders through- 
out all Ginniſtan, that made Gian, only Son of that 


. good King abandon it, with his Family, and four

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others of the moſt Illuſtrious of the Nation of the 
Peris. This great Deſign produc'd a very hap- 

y Event, by the Succour of Feramak his Con- 
— who render'd the Vigilance of the Divs of 
no Effect, and conducted her triumphant Band 
into. this Iſland, The Town was built in a very 
ſhort Time, which Feramak call'd Gianire, from 
the Name of her Huſband. To preſerve an eſta- 
bliſh'd Peace in her new Colony, ſhe ſhar'd her 
Autnority with the four Mothers of the Families 
that had accompany'd her, and ſince that Time, 
Gianire has always been govern'd by five Queens, 
Theſe our Anceſtors, made Choice of five diffe- 
rent Colours to diſtinguiſh themſelves, their Sub- 
jects, and even their Deſcendants. Theſe Colours 
were Green, which is ours, Blew, Yellow, Red and 
White. There are five broad Streets in the City 
of Cianire; one End of them coming into the 
Market- Place, and the other leading to the Front 
of a Palace. The Queens Palaces are built of 
Marble of the ſame Colour their Arms are of ; 
the ordinary Houſes take their's. from the Palace 
they are dependent on; and thoſe are inhabited 
by Peris of the ſecond Claſs. I will ſhew you to 
morrow, both the great Market-Place and the 
Academy, which is the moſt ſumptuous Piece of 
Building in the whole Iſland. But how great ſoever 
your Admiration may be, at the Sight of ſo magni- 
ficentan Edifice, the Reſurrection of Feramak and 
Gian, my Anceſtors, and thoſe I have been tel- 
ling you of, will, undoubtedly, aſtoniſh you much 
more. When Jndgi-Mergian had finiſh'd the De- 


ſcription, ſhe roſe up, and we croſs'd the Water 


again together, After that, we walk'd a conſi- 


. derable Time in a Wood of lofty Strawberry-trees, 


which, at that Seaſon, could ſcarcely ſupport the 
Weight of that delicious Fruit, They wafted a 
F 4 : moſt 
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moſt grateful Air, and ſuch an exquiſite Odoy 
that the hymenial Perfumes can't be compar'd to 
it, without rendering the Compariſon odious. 
The next Morning, a little before peep of Day, 
the whole Town was rais'd from their Sleep by a 
. moſt harmonious Symphony, that was heard in the 
Air over the Academy, where People began to 
repair from all Parts. „ 
Being very deſirous to be of the Number of 
the Spectators, I went down into the Court- yard, 
where I found two Wood-lice, about thirty Foot 
long, and large in Proportion, very richly har- 
neſs*d, and who carry'd on their ſpacious Backs 
commodious and magnificent Lodgings, compog'd 
of a Chamber and two Cabinets: The one im- 
ploy'd the Forepart, and might contain twelve 
oot ſquare ; and the others, one of which ſerv'd as 
an Anti- chamber, were about ſeven Foot long, and 
ſix broad. Theſe moving Apartments were hung 
with green Velvet, the reſt of the Furniture an- 
ſwerable to it. Tho” theſe valuable Moveables, - 
as well as all other Riches, ſtand the Peris in no- 
thing, yet the Nicety of their Taſte and Judg- 
ment in adorning the Lodges of Lutfallab and 
Milan-Schak, was almoſt the chief Thing to be 
admir'd in them. I can't forbear acquainting you, 
now I am about it, that no Carriage whatever 1s 
comparable to thoſe, either for Safety or Conve- 
niency. A Wood-louſe is of a ſurprizing tracta- 
ble Nature, and always attentive to the Directions 
of his Conducter, whoſe Seat is plac'd as it were 
on the Head of this Animal. He goes as faſt as 
one pleaſes, without abating any thing of the Un- 
eaſineſs of his Pace. If by Chance he lames him- 
ſelf in one of his Feet, it is not perceivable, be- 
cauſe he has thirteen more to ſuſtain him. His 
Shells are all ſpotted, and ſhine like thoſe of the 
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eat Indian Tortoiſes; and their two Horns are 
almoſt as uſeful to them, as Trunks are to Ele- 
bants. = | 
Lutfallah plac'd me nigh herſelf, and Hjoub ac- 
company'd Milan-ſchak. We paſs d through a very 
long Street, croſs'd by five others, at an equal 
Diſtance between each other. All the Houſes 
we ſaw were built of green Marble, with ſuch 2 
Symmetry as did not fatigue the Sight by too neara 
Reſemblance. We came at laſt to a very ſpacious, 
round Place, in the Middle of which was an Edi- 
fice, built alſo round, that has not its Fellow in 
the World, being the ſame Inagi-Mergian had 
told us of. It ſerves the Peris both for an Acade- 
my and a kar It is cover'd with a Golden 
Cupilo , whoſe Luſtre did not ſeem lefſen'd, even 
by the Sun's, which was then riſing. Five Por- 


ticoes of Agate, each of different Colours, and 


adorn'd with twelve fine lofty Columns, give the 
Entrance into this magnificent Temple, and which 
face the five principal Streets of the Town. The 
Orders of Architecture are ſo regularly obſerv'd, 
that nothing we ſee in theſe Parts, can poſſibl 

convey a ſtronger or more grateful Idea. I too 

Notice that the Chapters of all the Columns are 
compos'd of four Figures, repreſenting the Heads 
of Lobſters, the Contours of whoſe Horns, on 
the Top, produce a very agreeable Effect. The 
Portico we enter*d into, was of green Agate, ſpot- 
ted with White, on the Frontiſpiece of which was 
wrote the illuſtrious Names of Feramak and of 
Gian, in large golden Letters. We went up nine 
Steps of Serpentine Marble, into a Theatre divi- 
ded into five Parts. All the Stages of each Part 
were full of Periſes and Peris of different Ages, 
and dreſs'd in the ſame Colour with their Queen, 


whoſe Throne was fix'd quite on the Top.

TN the Middle of the Amphi-Theatre, there 
I lay two Veſſels of Cryſtal, in the Figure of 
Eggs, which contain'd two little dead Bodies of 
different Sexes. Juſt when we enter'd, the four 
Queens and their Huſbands were ſitting on the 
Ground about theſe Veſſels, and contemplating 
them with a moſt ſurpriſing Attention and Mode- 
ſy. Lutfallah and Milan-Schak join'd them; and 
Ajoub and I were conducted up to the Top of the 
Amphi- Theatre, by a private Stair-Caſe, and plac'd 
near.the green Throne. -There reigned ſuch a pro- 
found Silence in this numerous Aſſembly as made 
it frightful. - A quarter of an Hour after, Fera- 
mak. and Gian, who were inclos'd in the two Vel- 
ſels, began to ſhew.all. the Marks of Life; the 
tranſparent Eggs clove aſſunder, and were con- 


verted into green Cloaths to cover their Naked- 


neſs; Theſe Bodies, riſen from the Dead, grew 
to the fame Bigneſs they were of in the Flower of 
their Age: Then they roſe by degrees into the 
Air; the Periſes and Peris ſurrounding them; and 
being come to the Height of the Thrones, they 
ſtopp'd there a Moment, caſting their Eyes all 
Found, as it were to examine the Company. Af- 
ter that, they ſunk down, without the leaſt Mo- 
- tion, towards the Middle, where I was, and plac'd 

. themſelves by each other in the green Throne. 
Nothing but Death itſelf could ever terrify me more 
than did the Approach of theſe People, who 
were juſt come from the other World. Thoſe 
of both Sexes, that had accompany'd them thi- 
ther, ſaluted them in the moſt profound Man- 
— ner,

Do you imagine the moſt eſſential Glory of our 
State conſiſts in building Palaces; adorning them 
with rich Furniture, dreſſing in magnificent Ha- 
birs, giving a falſe Gloſs of Beauty to Perſons, 
whoſe Natures are oppoſite, filling Coffers with 
Pearls andDiamonds,inſpiring Men with the Know-

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ledge of the various Languages of Birds and o.

Your Sighs, purſu'd ſhe, would make me judge 
I have a little too far exaggerated your Faults, 
but I hope my Reproaches will be of ſuch Ser- 
vice as to engage you to remark what's moſt re- 
prehenſible in your paſt Actions, and put you 
more on your Guard for the furure. As our Time 
is ſhort among you, let the Youth of the ſecond 
Claſs immediately begin their Exerciſe, that they 
may deſerve our Praiſes. 

That Moment the Periſes and Peris, Subjects 
of Lutfallab, roſe up and repair'd to the Area, in or- 
der to commence the Exerciſe of the Elements.

ans with their Courts; Princeſſes of all Ages and 
Nations, with their Attendants ; and Moſques, 
Doctors, Yizirs and Cadis. | 
They were all ſo perfect in their Parts, that at 
each Motion of a Rod, every thing, that Moment, 
was preſented to our View. Feramak and Gian 
openly applauded the Dexterity. of their Perfor- 
mances. The Companies, tranſported with the 
Praiſes given them, re- united to treat the Aſſem- 
-bly. In a Word, the whole Edifice was fill'd, in 
a Moment, with the moſt exquiſite, rare and nou- 
riſhing Perfumes. When the Entertainment was 
over, the Queens with their Spouſes form'd a Cir- 
cle in the Middle of the Amphi-Theatre.

THERE reign'd, in one of the Vallies of the 
great Mount Dalarger, a King, Widdower, 
very poor, and very old, who had three Sons, 
whom he ſpoke to one Day in theſe Terms: My 
Anceſtors call me, but before my Departure, I 
think it my Duty to reveal a Seeret to you. Know

A FTER our 1 Calicut, we ſail'd with 


a favourable Gale, *till we arriv'd off of 


Ceilan, where we met with ſuch a ſtrong North- 

Eaſt. Wind in our Teeth, that we could not pur- 

luc our Voyage, This blowing Weather was 0 | 
ceede 


. was 
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„ 
ceeded by a terrible Tempeſt, and continu'd ſo 
long, that all we could do, was to lay by, and 
abandon ourſelves to the Mercy of the Waves. 
We were immediately toſs'd into a Sea, where 
we ſpy'd out feveral Iſlands, without being able 
to make any one of them. After that, the Ocean 
ſtill became more raging, inſomuch that we ſaw 
nothing but Heaven and Water, during thirty 
Days. At the Expiration of which Time we per- 
ceiv'd a high Mountain, ſeeming, by the Diſtance 
we were from it, to come out of the Sea, and 
aſked the Pilot if he knew it. I know it too 
well, anſwered he, not to adviſe you to avoid 
approaching ſuch eminent Danger. Tr is an Ifland 
belonging to the Div Feridoun, one of the moſt

out Ambition, or Diſtinction of Ranks. Thoſe 


Families allied to each other, formed a kind of 


City, in the Middle, without Walls. Every one 
followed what moſt ſuited his Inclination : Some' 
cultivated Rice and large Millet in the Fields; 


others employed themſelves in drawing what was 


* uſeful from the Coco-Trees, whoſe Product you 


are not unacquainted with. The Diverſion young

She eat alſo of ſome Fruit, which he pre- 
pared for her, and could not help being touch'd 
with the Generofity and Magnificence of her Lo- 
ver; but ſtill the ungrateful Maid ſuppreſs'd what 
her Soul acknowledg'd to be juſt. To proſecute 
the Deception ſhe had fo artfully begun, ſhe pro- 
 mis*'d him on her Departure, to conſult the Incli- 
nations of her Parents, touching the Alliance he 


deſir'd to make with them, and then flatter'd 


him with a ſpeedy and favourable Anſwer. On 
| which, the Son ef Feridoun contentedly conducted 
her to the Foot of the Mountain. 


- Nour was receiv'd by the Town with ſo much 


the more Satisfaction and Pleaſure, as ſhe was 
thought deſtroy'd by Hardoun. The very Day 
of her Arrival, the "br hears reaſſembled, and 
concluded, after a ſecond Conſultation, to cauſe 
a prodigious deep Pit to be dug, and cover'd o- 
ver with Branches and Earth, in order to delude 
the Giant into it.

Am, ſaid he, Son of a rich Merchant of Maf 
ſulipatan, my Father brought me up in his 
Way (and conſequently involv'd me in Cares) 
and when I was at an Age to enter into an Hy- 
menæal State, he made me marry the unfortunate 
Kakoule, whom I bewail.

With all the Reſolution and Generoſity in the 
World did ſhe then renounce the Sweets of Life, 
ſhe had always been accuſtom'd to. We em- 
bark'd with a great Number of - Perſons of all 
Sorts of Natians and Conditions ; but ſoon did 
the Motion of the Ship, the Air of the Sea, the 
Want of Sleep, the Change of Diet, and a thou- 
ſand other Inconveniencies incident to a ſeafaring 
Life, cauſe a fatal Revolution in my dear Spouſe's 
tender Conſtitution. She -fell ſick, and in a few 
Days ſunk beneath the Violence of her Indiſpo- 
ſition. I die ſatisfy'd, ſaid ſhe, ſince my laſt 
Breath is ſpent in thy Preſence, The only Re- 
queſt I have to make thee, is, that one Grave 
may contain us, when Heaven ſhall think meet 
ro call thee hence. As ſoon as ſhe departed, and 
the firſt Shocks of my Sorrow were ſomewhat 
mitigated, I put her Body into the very Cheſt 
you have ſeen, and entreated the Officers of the 
Ship to permit me to preſerve it. While Wind 
and Weather prov'd favourable, no Body oppos'd 
my Requeſt, but at the leaſt Appearance of a 

Storm, the ſuperſtitious Merchants would cry,

no Conſequence had fair Weather ſucceeded, but 
as the Tempeſt augmented, they likewiſe en- 
creas'd, till at laſt the whole Ship condemn'd my 

| | Deſign, 
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Deſign. My Entreaties, my Tears, and my Pre- 
ſents were all rejected. I conjure: you, ſaid I 
then, to defer, at leaſt for ſome Minutes, com- 
mitting ſo precious a Treaſure to the Inſults of 
the Waves, and the Prey of Fiſhes : Let the in- 
flexible Monkir hear your Invocations, as you 
ſhall be ere to mine. Still all! I could ſay 
or do was fruitleſs; ſo foreſeeing nothing but an 
abſolute Submiſſion to their Obſtinacy, I went, 
unknown to every Body, and ſhut myſelf up in 
the Cheſt. Now, deareſt Kakowle! ſaid I ta her, 
as tho* ſhe were yet living, thy laſt Words are 
fulfill'd: Accept therefore this laſt Proof of my 
Tendernefs. Then ] faſten'd it with a little Lock, 
which I had fix*d formerly on the Inſide for a 
different Uſe, and lay as motionleſs by the ina- 
nimate Corpſe, as tho* I had been alſo depriv'd 
of Life.

The ADVENTURE of the firſt of the 
young ſorrowful SANTONS. 


T the Age of fifteen, I was preſented to 

the Cadi with all the uſual Solemnities, which 
are perform'd in a publick Manner. The Com- 
mand he laid on me, was to procure him three 
Dates with golden Kernels. After having re- 
ceived this Injunction, my Mother ee flip- 
ped into my Hands a large Sum of Money, and 
then I embarqu'd myſelf. I found on Board the 
Ship ſeveral Fellow-Travellers, who were relating, 
as an Amuſement, each others Adventures. When 
it came to my Turn to recount ſome remarkable 
Paſſage of my Life, I made no Scruple to let

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claring in a jocoſe Way, the Command our Cadi 


had impos'd on me, which I look'd upon to be 


altogether fictitious. Your Cadi, interrupted one 
of the Company, has not ſo imaginary an Idea as 
you think him poſſeſs'd of; for the Dates with 
golden Kernels, you mention, actually grow in 
Africa, on a blue Palm-Tree. I have heard my 
Grandfather ſeveral times ſpeak of it, whoſe Au- 

thor was King of Souffel as, with whom he had 4 
very great Intimacy, and who aſſur'd him with 
his own Mouth, that that Palm-Tree grew in 
one of his Provinces. How agreeably was I ſur- 
pris'd at ſo unexpected a Diſcovery! I directly 
intreated the Perſon, ſo faying, to let me know 
the Difficulties I had to ſurmount, in Order to 
come at it; but he vow'd, he knew no more of 
the Matter than what he had juſt told me. We 
came to an Anchor, at the Mouth of a ſmall River 
of the great Iſland of Scherne b, where I met with 
the favourable Opportunity of a Ship, juſt going 
to paſs the Canal, which ſeparates that Iſland from 
the main Land. Being arriv'd in Souffel, I aſk'd 
divers Perſons concerning what I was in ſearch 
of, but none of them knew in what Part of the 
Kingdom this blue Palm-Tree grew, though they 
all agreed, that ſuch a one there was.

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ring my Slumber, methoughts I ſaw a Lady, 
dreſs'd in the Mode of that Countrey, who aſk'd 
me, with a great dea] of Sweetneſs, what it was 
I ſought: The blue Palm-Tree, anſwerd J; if I 
could find out where it grows, perhaps I ſhould 
not be diſinherited. I then made her acquainted 
with the Law of my Countrey, the Injunction with 
which I was charg'd, and intreated her Aſſiſtance: 
Since you have Recourſe to me, reſum'd ſhe, it 
will be your own Fault, if you are diſinherited. 
As you go out of thisValley, you will find a beau- 
tiful Fountain, whence runs a Stream, which diſ- 
charges itſelf in a large River not far diſtant from 
its Source. At the Bottom of the Fountain you'll 
find a little blue Pebble, which you muſt not fail 
to take up; then follow the Stream, till it brings 
you to the ſaid River, which vou will purſue, till 
you come to a Place, where it divides itſelf into 
two Branches to form an Iſland, or rather a Gar- 
den, in the Middle of which the blue Palm-Tree 
e Over an Arm of the River next to us, 
re is a fine Marble Bridge, whoſe Paſſage i is 
defended by Seven and twenty Leopards. Before 
you come in ſight” of them, put the little blue 
Pebble in your Mouth, let your Horſe graze on 
the Margin of the River, then walk on Foot over 
the Bridge, and aſs boldly, far the Pebble will 
ker you inviſible. When you approach the 
Palm-Tree, gather three Dates and no more; but 
bove all avoid eating any, The Lady, havin 
aid theſe Words, difap ear'd, and as ſoon 1 
awoke, I rook the Path ſhe directed. The Foun- 
tain, the Pebble, the River, the Bridge and the 
Leopards preſented themſelves ſucceſſively to my 
View. As Ienter'd the Garden, I was ſaluted with 
an Odour, inexpreſſibly raviſhing, proceeding from 


the Flowers and Fruits, which it produc'd in 


' great 
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great abundance; but ſtill none of them were 
comparable to the blue Palm-Tree and its Dates. 
The Trunck of it reſembled the moſt precious 
Stones of Samarkande ©, with large Veins of Gold : 
Its broad Leaves had the Brightneſs of the fineſt 
Saphirs : But how ſhall I deſcribe its Fruit? Ima- 
gination can paint nothing ſo glorious! I ſwear by 
Mabomet, and by Ali his Son-in-Law, Son of 
Abutalib, it's more to teſtify the Truth, that I 
ſpeak thus, than to exaggerate the Force of the 
Temptation, by which I was unhappily overcome. 
In beholding theſe - marvellous Dates, I was in- 
flam'd with ſuch a Deſire to taſte them, that I be- 
lieve to this Day, I ſhould have dy'd on the Place, 
had I not gratify*d my Longing. I then took 
the blue Pebble out of my Mouth, extended my 
Hand, reach'd a Bough, and began to eat of 
them. The Reliſh was delicious and enchanting, 
but alas! the Pleaſure was ſhort.

given on ſuch Occaſions, for the Space of ten 
Years. |. Go, ſaid he, and fetch me the Aſs of 
Daggiala, whom you will find in the Mountain 

„ of Caf. I returned Home exceeding Melancho- 
pat my Obligation; and my Grief was ſuch, 
that even my Brothers melted into Compaſſion 

at it, and conſented, that my Father and Mother 
mhould furniſh me with a very large Sum of Mo- 
ney, plainly foreſeeing the Improbability of my 
Return, evermore to be chargeable to them, 
The firſt Opportunity that offered, I paſſed from 

the Iſland: of Schore-Pulou to the Main Land, 
where I bought a Slave, two good Horſes for us, 
and a Mule to carry our Proviſion. I armed my 

ſelf and Slave, promiſing him his Liberty and 

large Preſents on our Return, provided he prov- 

ed faithful; and then made the beſt of our Way 
2 to the Mountains, As that of Caf ſurpaſſes, by 
much all the reſt in Height, it was not very dit- 

ficult for us to diſcover the Ridge of it. When 
we were come to the Entrance of the Moun- 
tains, we followed the Tract, making eaſy Days 
Journeys, living very well, and taking particular 
Care to inform ourſelves, in all the inhabited

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Places we met with, concerning Daggial and his 
Aſs. We travelled during three tedious Months, 
without being able to procure the leaſt Inſight 
till one Morning, after having paſſed through a 
ſmall Wood, pretty thick, we heard moſt terri- 
ble Cries behind us: Some ſeemed to be mena- 
cing, and others utter'd to move Compaſſion, 
Brother, ſaid I ro my Slave, let us turn our 
Mule a little from the high Road, and go back 
to fee what mean thoſe Cries, If any in Diſtreſs 
have need of - our Succour, let us hazard our 
Lives for them : The Danger they are expoſed ta 
To-Day, may perhaps threaten us To-Morrow, 
The Slave, who was a Man of Courage, led the 
Mule into a Thicket, and after having tied him 
up, rejoined me. We then put our Bows in or- 
der, and made towards the Noiſe ; which being 
approached, we ſaw three Men with their Backs 
towards a large Tree, bravely defending them- 
ſelves againſt ſeven Rogues. We did not ſtand 
long to heſitate, but ſhot directly at the Aſſaul- 
tants, and two of them drop*d. The like Suc- 
ceſs attended our ſecond Diſcharge, and the three 
remaining, ran to us, with the Fury of Men in 
Deſpair, to revenge their Companions Fall; but 
whilſt we were diſpoſing ourſelves to give them 
a vigorous Reception, the three Men, whom we 
Fs had purſued, taken and wounded 

them. | 
I embraced theſe Travellers, (who were very 
acknowledging, ) with the utmoſt Satisfaction; 
ſaying, Gentlemen, I ſuppoſe you are as little de- 
firous as I am, to hear the laſt Words of theſe 
unhappy Wretches ; therefore I hope you will 
employ yourſelves much better, by fayouring me 
wich your Companies a little Diſtance from hence, 
| ”” "+... con- 
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I conducted them ſtrait to the Mule, where I 
entertained them on the Graſs, with what Fare 


I was Maſter of, and they eat very heartily of 
it. During the Collation, I recounted the Mo- 
tive of my Travels, and entreated them to tell 
me impartially their Opinions on it. A good 
Action is never loſt, replied one of the three Tra- 
vellers; no Body can give you a more precinct 
Account of what you are in Search of, than we; 
for we live at the Foor of the Mountain, that 
Daggial's Aſs grazes on; neither are we ignorant 
of the Meaſures you muſt take, ro become Ma- 
ſter of this Animal. Praiſe be to God! Dear 

Friends, cried I, you put an end to my Fatigues. 
Be certain of nothing yet, reſumed the Travel- 
ler: An Undertaking does not always ſucceed, 
even though the niceſt Precaution be uſed. Let 
us purſue therefore our Journey, you will have 


Time enough when we get thither, to conſult 
your Heart. Moreover, your Equipage will be 


rather an Hindrance than Service to you now; 
for we have ſtill a vaſt Number of Mountains to 
paſs over, and all by Paths in a Manner inpra- 
ol This News made me very penſi ve for 
ſame Moments; but reſuming a freſh Courage and 
Reſolution, I emptied the Panniers the Mule 
carried, and divided the Proviſion into five Parts. 


The three Travellers and I, took each our Share; 


| after which, I ſaid to my Slave, the Fifth will 
ſuffice ' thee, until thou canſt reach the firſt in- 


- © habited Place: Beſides, I give thee, with thy 


Liberty, theſe Animals, and this Purſe, which 
contains about five and twenty Chzquins ; ſo God 
bleſs thee, and pray for thy Maſter. The poor 
Slave received my Gifts with Tears in his Eyes; 
and J left him, thus bewailing his Loſs, to follow, 
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on Foot, my Conductors. For fix Days ſucceſ- 
ſively walking, we ſaw nothing but numberleſs Pre- 
cipices. At laſt wedeſcended into a Valley thatwas 
very freſh and green, andin which was a great Mul- 
titude of uſeleſs Animals feeding, and a conſidera- 
ble Number of large, but ill-built Houſes, He, 
that for the moſt Part talk*d to me, let me into 
one of them, where he entertained me with all 
the Magnificence a rural Lite affords. When the 
People of his Family were retired, *he ſpoke to 
me thus: My Lord, on the Top of the Moun- 
tain my Habitation touches, you will find a Wood, 
entirely planted with odoriferous Trees. It is in 
this very Wood Daggial's Aſs dwells, becauſe he 

lives on nothing elſe but ſweet Flavours. He is 
as black as Jet, and his Wings are of the ſame 
Colour. He can neither ſuffer the leaſt Infection, 
the leaſt ſuperfluous Weight, nor the leaſt Fear in 
the Perſon that rides him. Due Precautions may 
be eaſily taken, as to the two firſt Articles ; but, 
my Lord, weigh well the third; for if Daggial's 
Aſs finds you in the leaſt timerous, when he flies 
with you, like an Eagle, into the Air, your Life 
is infallibly loſt ; he throws you headlong down, 
from 'Heaven to the Earth.

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and rie himſelf for not 2 me any far- 


ther, for fear of incurring Daggia's Indignation. 

I aſcended until I came to the ſweet ſcented 
Wood, where I found the Aſs juſt. as he had been 
deſcribed to me. He was not difficult in being 

approached, and even ſuffered me to careſs him, 

which I did the longer, to bring him the better 
acquainted with me. At laſt, IJ jumped upon 
him, and in a Moment he ſpread his large Wings, 
began to curthe Air, with an unconceivable Swift- 

neſs, and in leſs. than an Hour, we were in a di-

1 H E third of the young, ſorrowful Santons, 


having finiſhed his Adventure, I ſhall now 


begin mine. 

The great Reputation of Charity, that the 
owerful Genius Feridoun has ſo juſtly acquired 
in the World, ſaid the old Saxton, made me 
likewiſe repair to this Iſland. Having paſſed my 
Youth in the Exerciſe of Arms, and on all Oc- 
caſions given Proofs of my Valour to the invin- 
cible Jeban-Guir; this Sultan of the Moguls, 
as a Reward of my Services, put me at the Head 
of a thouſand Horſe.

She, and her Court, have dwelled there theſe 
fifteen Years, and ſuffer no Stranger whatever to 
come nigh them.

Fleſh and Bones, for I have ſeen her, ſeveral 
Times, fly like a Bird. The People about her 
do alſo very ſurpriſing Things, and are ſo nume- 


rous, that they might form a little Army. They 


never come hither, and very ſeldom ſpeak to us, 
ſo that we are entire Strangers to what they ſub- 
fiſt on. We dare not ſo much as approach the 
Fortreſs, ſince this Queen's Reſidence there; for 
ſeveral of us have narrowly eſcaped our Lives, 
for only feeding our Flocks a little too near it.

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Sea-ſide, The, Queen and all her Court beheld us 
with equal Admiration and Curioſity, and all the 
Windows and Terraſſes belonging to the Palace, 
were likewiſe crowded with Spectators. At laſt, 
we perceived an Officer, guarded with ten Soldi- 
ers, making towards us in a Boat, to aſk us, in 
the Queen's Name, who we were, and what our 
Buſineſs was: But he no Tooner caſt his Eyes on 
Almoraddin, than he knew him again, and in-

The 
firſt Bearen advanced with his Preſent, and laid 
it at the Feet of Zulithah; then returned to his 
Place. His Preſent was the fineſt Baſket that 
ever cam out of China, full of very extraordi- 
nary Paſt'is, with a little Camphir ſpread on the 
Ton, for Form Sake. The ſecond made an Ob- 
lation of his, in the ſame Manner, which was 
a Lump of Amber-Greaſe of fix Pounds Weight, 
covered with little Pieces of Benjamin in a Ba- 
ſon of Enamel from Japan.
